Eisenhower conferred with soo n 
tific and other advisers today at 
the largest m eeting of the Nation­ 
al Security Council ever held. 
He called the meeting in advance 
of tonight s talk to the people on 
‘‘science and security.” 


The President and his advisers 
met as congressm en of both par 
ties demanded th at he tell the na­ 
tion frankly w here it stands in the 
missile race with Russia. 
Associate

Press 
Secretary Anne Wheaton said that 
about 45 ranking government of­ 
ficials and members of the Presi­ 
dent's Scientific Advisory Commit­ 
tee attended the Security Council 
meeting. 


In addition to the officials w’ho 
usually attend NSC meetings, the 
secretaries of the Army, Navy, and 
Air Force, and the military heads 
of the services attended. 
An Important Speech 


Asked w hether the size of the 
meeting was prom pted by Sputnik 
ll, Mrs. Wheaton said that it was 
in the works before then but was 
“connected with all the develop­ 
ments of the last week or IO days.” 
The press secretary would not 
comment on w hether the President 
would make a .surprise scientific 
announcement 
tonight. 
But she 
said the speech would be one of 
the most im portant he has ever 
made. 
The President this morning com­ 
pleted “a pretty strong draft” of 
tonight’s speech, hut 
may 
make 
revisions later today, Mrs. W heat­ 
on said. 


Sen. H ubert H. Humphrey (D- 
Minn ), a m em ber of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, said 
“much more is 
needed” than a 
“genralized pep talk by the Presi- 
dent”. 
He urged Eisenhower to 
summon a special session of con­ 
gress.

another m em ber of 'the Foreign 
Relations 
Committee, 
demanded 
that Eisenhower “ tell us squarely 
where we stand” and withhold the 
“pious

Expected to Be Frank 
The President 
is 
expected 
to 
give as frank an appraisal as pos- 


'-iblo, within the bounds of securi­ 
t y of this country’s current mis- 
Mie progress and to call for new 
programs to increase scientific and 
engineering manpower. 
But it was not known whether 
he would announce any dramatic 
new scientific achievement to take 
away some of the propaganda edge 
gained by Russia with its two Sput­ 
niks.

They called on the Chief Execu­ 
tive to lay the facts “on the line 
regardless of how serious or un­ 
pleasant these facts may be.” 


Rep. Henry S. Reuss (D-Wis.) 
commented that “the time is past 
when the President can get by 
with generalities.” 
He said Eisen­ 
hower should “tell the people what 
we are up against and the sacri­ 
fices 
we are 
going to have to 
make.” 


A similar view was taken by 
House Speaker Sam Rayburn. 
Ho 
said in a statement issued from 
his Bonham, Tex., home Wednes­ 
day that Americans are “troubled 
and distressed” by recent world 
events and “feel certain that Rus­ 
sia has taken the leadership in 
science and especially in the bal­ 
listic missile field.” 
Eisenhower decided to make hic 
address, to be entitled “Science 
and Security,” tonight and from 
the White House instead of Nov. 
13 in Oklahoma City as originally 
scheduled.

MOSCOW OP!—The Soviet Union 
today displayed for the first time 
a rocket officially identified as an 
intercontinental 
ballistic

(ICBM). 
I he 60 to 75 foot long missile 
was part of a wealth of secret new 
rocket weapons displayed in Red 
Square during 
ceremonies com­ 
memorating the 40th anniversary 
of the Bolshevik revolution. 
I he official Soviet news agency 
J ass identified the huge mystery 
rocket as an ICBM. Western mili­ 
tary observers who saw it had be­ 
lieved earlier it was a single-stage 
overgrown version of the World 
W ar II German Y-2, 
I hey had believed it probably 
was an intermediate range rock­ 
et 
Tass did not elaborate on its an­ 
nouncement 
The hour-long parade was the 
longest since the war. 
The thousands watching in Red 
Square were joined by the top dig­ 
nitaries of the Communist world 
including Mao Tse-Tung of Com­ 
m u n is China, Wladyslaw Gomulka 
of Poland and Ho Chi Minh of Com­ 
munist North Viet Nam.

CHICAGO W-— “ Neighborliness** 
on the nation's highways and an 
effort to “ accentuate the positive” 
a re the slogans of the recently or­ 
ganized National Foundation 
for 
Highway Safety. 
The foundation, a non-profit or­ 
ganization, was established to help 
reduce the national traffic death 
toll with a “ new approach” to the 
problem. 
Its founder, Erwin M. Blaz, a 
Chicago businessman, said current 
highway 
safety 
cam paigns 
have 
consisted largely of “ fear and fig­ 
u res.” 
“ What we w ant to do,” said Blaz, 
“ is accentuate the positive and con­ 
vince people that safety can exist.” 
He said the new approach was 
based on “ neighborliness,’* 
“ Long experience has shown us 
that neighborliness on the road is 
best achieved by the stimulus of 
rew ard ,” he explained. 
“ Our program will then be based 
on reverse psychology, in which the 
em phasis will be on safety habits 
and achievem ents.” 
Blaz said m any large cities now 
have good traffic safety records, 
and that it was the purpose of his 
new- organization to reward and 
encourage them for their records 
rath e r than continue to “ plague” 
them with grim statistics. 
Blaz said he planned to get aid 
from federal and local government 
leaders to carry out the founda­ 
tion’s program .

sons fainted in the "crush," that 
another had his pocket picked, and 
that a man's glasses were broken 
by the milling crowd. 


The furniture store advertised 


the "giveaway" during a one-min- 
ute commercial on a television pro- 
gram it sponsored. 


Store . officials 
were "flabber- j 


gasted" when thousands of per j 
sons gathered in front of the store 


wave of resentment swept through 
the crowd as they clamored for the 
promised lamps. 


In order to keep hit itor* from 


being ripp«d apart, 
the harried 


manager, Stanley Waldheim Jr., 
arranged to have gift certificates 
passed out to mollify the crowd.

Are Musts for Thanksgiving

It all began in New England— 


the groaning board for Thanks- 
giving. 
Fifty-five 
stalwart Pil- 


grims supplied the first turkeys 
and the friendly Indians tossed in 
the earliest cranberries. That was 
three centuries ago. 


Today, turkeys with maximum 


meat in proportion to bone, and 
bigger, more flavorable cranber- 
ries are grown not only in Massa- 
chusetts, but in many other states. 
Even so, the early New' England 
Thanksgiving dinner still sets the 
national pattern.
